AN ANNUAL REUNION OF THE PEOPLE 


Which Has Been Kept Up for Thirty- 
Five Years—How the Day Was 
Spent by Them. 


Stii@bors, Ga., May 7.—(Special.)— 
(wo thousand people assembled Saturday 
fn the great and lovely grove which sur- 
rounds the Stilesboro academy, in their 
annual county reunion. . These reunions 
have been held each returning year for 
thirty-five years, and to them come peo- 
ple from every neighborhood in Bartow 
county, and from adjoining counties. 

Stilesboro is situated in a great, rolling 
valley whose soil is exceedingly fertile, 
and is the garden spot of Bartow county. 
Here are magnificent farms, titled with 
an intelligence far above the average, and 
in the homes of the fortunate owners of 
these farms there dwell a most cultured, 
hospitable and progressive class of men 
and women. It is a section famous for 
its pretty lassies, its manly young men, 
its intelligent fathers and mothers, its 
high and chivalric morals and its open- 
handed welcome and generous entertain- 
ment of the stranger. In truth, this fair, 
favored neighborhood still retains all the 
graces aud courtesies of the old south’s 
life. with enough of the flavor of the latter 
day to keep abreast of the spirit of the 
age. 

Here at this academy the common cen- 
ter of this blessed section gather once a 
year, the neighbors from far and near to 
mingle in social ways, to renew old ac- 
quaintances and to- thank God for_ the 
blessings of the past year, and seek His 
love and guidance for the year to come. 

The accomplished and very capable pre- 
siding genius of the Stilesboro academy 
is Professor J. H. Saunders, with Pro- 
fessor West as his assistant. The school 
is in a flourishing condition and the stand- 
ard of instruction is high. 

It Was an InnoVation. 

At this reunion Professor Saunders was 
master of ceremonies. To this gathering 
Governor Northen, Hon. W. Y. Atkin- 
son and Hon. Seab Wright had been in- 
vited to deliver addresses. Only the lat- 
ter was present. Governor Northen is 
attending the Baptist convention in At- 
lanta and Mr. Atkinson is at home sick. 
For the first time in the history of these 
reunions the people listened to a political 
speech. It was an innovation, and with 
a few of the crowd, third partyites they 
were, it did not go down very well. But 
it was the doctrine they heard and not the 
4nnovation that riled their bile, though 
they wisely and courteously made no open 
objection. 

The music for the occasion was fur- 
nished by the Cedartown band, and really 
good music the boys gave us. 

Professor Saunders introduced the or- 
ator of the day, Hon. Seaborn Wright, 
who spoke for an hour with fervid and, 
at times, thrilling eloquence. 

Mr. Wright began his speech by saying 
that the first political speech he ever made 
was made right here where he then stood. 
He was only eighteen years of age, just 
out of college, and fired with a spirit of 
independence in everything. “Dr. Felton 
had hold of one end of his boom and I 
had hold of the other.” I ‘wish this was 
the last one I ever had to make. Some-~ 
times I think I am in a race, but when I 
hear my wife talk then I am not in it. 
Somehow politics and candidacy are apt to 
make amana coward. Now,I think every 
man ought to take an interest in politics, 
and women, too, for that matter, but when

The old 
issues are of no concern to us. We live in 
the present, not in the past. Let the dead 
bury its dead. JI stand for relief for the 
common people of this country. I want 
to see the white people united, When I 
look on the women and little children God 
forbid that I should every advocate a divis- 
ion among the white people. When we get 
down to the bottom there will be found real- 
ly no differences between us. The brother 
who has gone out of the democratic party 
in the south is an American, and is enti- 
tled to his opinions.

STORY OF A KENTUSKY MURDERER 


Who Is Thought to Be in Hiding in 
_ Brunswick—The Daring Deeds 
of Tom Biack. 


- Brunswick, Ga., May 8.—(Special. 
United States Marshal “"%, + ty aia 
this city from Clinton, Ky., in search of 
Thomas Q. Black, the murderer, for whose 
arrest $2,500 reward is offered by Gov- 
ernor John Young Brown, of the state of 
Kentucky, tells an interesting story of the 
noted criminal. 

Marshal Dorden is stopping at a private 
residence in New ‘Town, and he told his 
story to the landlord, who, not taking it 
for secrecy, told a neighbor, and it reached 
a Times representative last night. Marshal 
Dorden, after much hesitation, told the fol- 
lowing story: 

“I am in Brunswick in search of Tom 
Black, a murderer and moonshiner of Clin- 
ton county, Kentucky. 

“Black,” he continued, “is an outlaw 
that has been a terror to the citizens of 
our county for a number of years. 

“Two years ago Marshal Boone, with 
Deputy Marshals Ferrin and Richardson, 
left Mayfield, the county peat, for a trad- 
ing station known as ay 
where they were to capture . 
two men known as Bud Hepton and 
Isainh Younger, well-known illicit distill- 
ers of that section. 

“When they arrived at the designated 

lace, no trace could be heard of the law- 
ess men. They were returning in an- 
other direction, however, and when they 
were going through a dense hammock, 
Black and his comrades, armed heavily, 
appeared and demanded an immediate 
halt, which was done. 

“They then took five forty-four-caliber 
pistols and two rifles, from the marshal 
and his deputies, and then they drew their 

istols on the men, who were then escap- 
ing, and pulled down. 

“The deputies were killed in their sad- 
dies, but Marshal Boone escaped with a 
bullet in his shoulder, and since then 
nothing was heard from Blaek until six 
months ago, when he entered Clinton and 
killed a prominent merchant, after robbing 
him of every cent he possessed, which was 
done in open gaslight.’

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Philology on the Half Shell. 

The corespondents of The New York 

Nation are still busy with the term “dog 

e it.” Professor Harrison, of Virginia, 
already explained its origin, but this 
& not enough for the philologians, and 
they return to the discussion with the 
peculiar vivacity and aggressiveness that 
accompany misinformation. One of them 
refuses to believe that the phrase gets 
fits origin from “dogging” in the sense of 
“being chased or worried by a dog.” He 
inclines to think that it is a case of soft 
swearing, or, rather, he would be inclin- 
ed to think so if he had not found it used 
in Barrie’s “Little Minister” as “vulgar 

tch.” One of the characters in that 

k says, “Dagon religion, it spoils a’ 
things.” 

Then the correspondent asks, “Did the 
Virginians get it from the Scotch, and 
how? There seems to be here a question 
of wordkinship worth determining. Mr. 
Lowell, alas! could have answered it. 
Who else can?” 

The query comes fresh from Boston. 
Mr. Lowell, in answering it, would have 
brought his knowledge and common sense 
into play. He would have known that for 
many years before the revolution the 
commercial relations between Virignia 
and Scotland were very close; that the 
Virginia planter was a frequent and 
familiar visitor in Glascow and Edin- 
burgh; and that the social intercourse be- 
tween the two people was intimate. This 
fact is made the subject of special remark 
in the recently published life of George 
Mason. If any other proof were needed 
it would be found in the fact that the 
Scotch form survives in the south along- 
side the English, and it is no unusual 
tuing to hear “dog gone it.” 

Another form, almost as frequent, is 
“dog take it,” and this shows very clearly 
the origin of the phrase in dispute. It 
is the phonetic reproduction that is per- 
plexing, and not the term itself. When 
it is put “dog on you,” or “plague on 
you,” instead of “dog gone you,” or “pleg- 
gon you,” there is no longer any occasion 
for discussion. 

We are glad to be able to help the 
philologians out in this matter. It is not 
a pleasing spectacle to see them fretting 
and worrying over a pertectly plain and 
simple matter. Yet they seem to be happi- 
est when they are fretting the most, and 
it is possible they reject what is obvious 
for the purpose of carrying on a tussle 
with the improbable and impossible. 

We don’t know whether to say dog 
on ’em, or dag on ’em, or dog take ’em, 
or just plain ding ’em. : 


A Mendacious Contemporary. 

The Chicago Inter Ocean is in a flutter 
of nervous excitement over The Constt- 
tution’s comments on President Harrison's 
action in placing himself at the head of 
the negro outrage committee. 

As usual, when southern matters are 
under discussion. The Inter Ocean mis- 
represents the whole business. It says: 

It is about twenty-eight years since the peo-. 
ple for whom The Constitution speaks made 
‘‘unconditional surrender’’ to the armies of the 
union. Part of the terms imposed. by the na- 
tion as a condition precedent to their restora- 
tion to membership in that union, which they 
had sought to destroy, was that the colored 
people, formerly slaves, should have each and 
every privilege of citizenship. And because 
these conditions are flagrantly and continually 
Violated, and because the president promises 
the unfortunate people who are injured by 
such violation that he will aid in awakening 
such a state of public opinion as will render 
a continuance of these things impossible, The 
Atlanta Constitution shrieks ‘‘cold-blooded 
outrage !’’ 

Really and truly, what did the long war of 
1861-65 determine if not that the laws and 
constitution of the United States should be 
enforced in every one of its dependent states 
and territories? What? 

The swift punishment of crime, though 
irregularly visited upon criminals, has 
nothing to do with our terms of surrender 
or with the reconstruction of the southern 
states. The issues of the war are not 
involved in the lynching of every black 
brute who commits the crime of rape. 
But The Inter Ocean calls our occasional 
examples of mob justice “habitual murder 
and unconstitutional crime.” It denounces 
our suggestion that the president should 
advise the negroes to cease their horri- 
ble assaults and assassinations, as “mere 
insolent falsehood,” and recalls the trib- 
utes southern newspapers have paid to 
the docility and kindliness of the negro 
race. In a sudden outburst of wrath it 
Bays: 

There are about six million colored people 
in the United States. Necessarily there are 
some murderers among them, some ravishers 
of women, but not more of either class than 
among an equal number of southern whites. 
Criminals, black or white, should be punished 
—equally punished—but punished by law. 
Lynch law is a vicious thing that at times 
appears almost everywhere. But In the 
north its appearance is condemned; it is wel- 


comed only in the south. : 
Then, ashamed of its own reckless men- 


dacity, our contemporary declares that 
the president did not promise to exert 
himself against the lynching of criminal 
hegroes; but against that kind which 
under the pretense of avenging a crime 
specifically aims at political intimidation. 

Note this artful dodging and shifting. 
This tissue of falsehood is bewilderingly 
ifcousistent. We are violating the terms 
of our surrender because we lynch negro 


ravishers. We lie when we charge negroes | 


with such crimes. The president is not 
working dgainst the lynching of crimi- 
against our murders for 
political intimidation. Despite our inso- 


he lent falsehoods, The Inter Ocean. adults . 
hat there are some murderers and ravish~ 
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north have committed themselves to a line 
of policy which will silence them upon 
the racial aspect of this question. They 
have excluded the Chinese, and they are 
already exiling foreigners, and preparing 
to oppress those who remain here. A great 
party conducting race persecutions on 
such an extended scale cannot very well 
make the point that a few lynchings of 
black criminals in the south are an un- 
just discrimination against a race. 

Nor does it help the Chicago organ to 
conclude with the query, “for what.was 
the war fought?” Judging by resulfs, we 
suppose that it was fought on the north- 
ern side to establish and perpetuate a 
plutocracy, — a party pledged to ex- 
clude the Chinese, banish poor foreigners, 
oppress the negroes in the north and 
upbold them with the bayonet in the 
south—it was fought to destroy home- 
rule, and to place the masses under the 
control of the privileged classes. The 
Inter Ocean, however, will feel but little 
interest in the opinions of a people 
who, according to its account, indulge 
in habitual murder and _ uncensured 
crime, and have as many murderers and 
ravishers among them as will be found 
in an equal number of negroes! 


Salisbury’s Incendiary Speech. 

Lord Salisbury’s recent speech before 
the Primrose League was unworthy of a 
British premier. 

The address was a bitter attack upon 
home rule in Ireland, and the speaker 
went so far as to say that the conflicts 
of classes caused men to forget the great 
issue—the integrity of the empire. He dis- 
claimed attacking the Catholic religion, 
but boldly declared that the Protestants, 
the tory orangemen of Ulster, ought not 
to submit to home rule, as an act of par- 
liament authorizing it would be virtually 
selling them into slavery. Home rule, he 
said, was not a measure of peace, but of 
civil and religious war, and the people 
of Ulster would be justified in taking up 
arms. 

When the premier made these remark- 
able statements, the Primrose League, an 
organization composed of the aristocracy, 
culture and wealth of England, applaud- 
ed him enthusiastically, and encouraged 
him to indulge in still bolder flights of 
eloquence. The indolent tory chief yield- 
ed to the temptation, and when he sat 
down he had delivered what his party 
pronounces the strongest and most bril- 
liant speech of his life. 

But Salisbury did not admit the certain- 
ty of home rule. He promised his hearers 
that every time it passed the commons 
the house of lords would stand in its way 
and vote it down. 

At a time when the privileged classes 
of England should adopt a conciliatory 
policy, this speech sounds like a fire bell 
at night. It will alarm, disturb and 
inflame the masses, not only in Ireland, but 
in England. The insolent pledge that the 
lords stand always ready to oppose and 
defeat local self-government strikes at the 
English speaking people everywhere, in 
the colonies as well as in the mother 
country. 

Perhaps it is just as well. This appeal 
to the sword—for it is nothing less—may 
unchain the devil of revolution, and 
result in sweeping away the house of 
lords, and placing the people in control 
of the government. It may mean oppres- 
sion for today, but it also means triumph- 
ant democracy for tomorrow. 

Altogether, Salisbury’s speech reads 
like one of the furious-outbursts of the 
German war-lord when he is in his cups. 


That Paddock Bill. 

It is fortunate that, as soon as Pad- 
dock’s pure food bill passed the senate, 
it drew upon it the almost unanimous 
censure of the press and the opposi- 
tion of various commercial bodies. 

Never in the history ‘of the country has 
a more offensive bill of a business nature 
come before congress. It authorizes ex- 
perts in the federal department of agri- 
culture to analyze ali foods, drugs and 
drinks sent from one state to another. 
If such articles are shipped to another 
state before they have been analyzed it 
will be a misdemeanor, punishable by 
fine and imprisonment, The’ states will 
be powerless, and a swarm of federal 
deputies and. spies will virtually take 
control of the business of all druggists, 
grocers and liquor dealers. Even when 
no criminal prosecutions are instituted 
there will be endless investigations and 
threats to serve blackmailing purposes. 

The bill strikes at commeree, at the 
liberty of the citizen and at the rights of 
the states. How it passed the senate is 
a mystery, and the house should see to 
it that it is killed or buried beyond all 
hope of resurrection. The passage of such 
a bill would place our merchants and

Captain Warry Jackson expects to leave 
next Saturday night with a party of friends 
for the Okefenokee swamp, to be present at 
the opening of the cénal. Immense pumps 
have been erezted at the upper end of the 
canal and the water will be pumped into the 
canal at first. The ridge around the northern 
and castern sides of the swamp is forty-two 
feet above the bottom of the lake in the 
swamp. The canal has been cit to a depth 
of thirty-two feet. At that depth the earth 
is so soft that in many places the mules can- 
not work to advantage. It was decided that 
it would be cheaper to erect pumps and lift 
the water into the canal and cut it out that 
way than to continue excavating by mules 
and laborers. The pumps have a capacity of 
25,000 gallons a minute. As the fall from the 
lake to the St. Mary’s river is 160 feet, the 
water will pour through and scour out the 
bottom of the canal. At present the swamp 
is almost dry, with the exception of the large 
lake. For miles the swamp is a great bed 
of pcnd lilies. Captain Jackson describes it 
as the most beautiful floral picture in the

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WHILE EIGHT HOUSES ARE ROBBED. 


The Men Caught and a Confession Ob- 
tained—Two Slick Thieves Who 
Pisyed Other Cities. 


George Taylor and Will Smith, two of 
the most. notorious burglars that have ever 
operated in the south, were landed by the 
detectives yesterday. 

Their arrest was made after untiring 
work on the part of those officers. And 
they were caught just above the police sta- 
bles, where they have been living for some 
time. 

The two men have been “working” At 
lanta for fifteen or twenty days. Eight 
distinct burglaries have so far been traced 
to their hands. A complete confession has 
been obtained from them, and the evidence 
is simply overwhelming. Smith is the 
younger of the two. Both are mulattoes, 
with an intelligence above the average of 
their race, and barely of age. 

Winston, N. C., was the first scene of 
their burglaries so far as is known. They 
terrorized the residents and baffled the po- 
lice there during last winter for several 
weeks, Finding an exceedingly close watch 
being kept on them, they left the city and 
went to Chattanooga. 

There they were equally successful. One 
store after another was broken into and 
robbed and when the business portions be- 
came more carefully guarded, the residence 
sections became a prey. 

Laden with booty the two men then jour- 
neyed to Birmingham, disposing of their 
ill-gotten gains on the way. At the Magic 
City they continued their systematic rob- 
beries and, as elsewhere, eluded the police 
with ease. 

Atlante Came Next. 


Nearly three, weeks ago Smith and Tay- 
lor reached Atlanta. Since that one bur- 
glary after another has been reported at 
police headquarters. 

The home of Mr. James M. Couper, at 
29 Ponce de Leon avenue, was the first to 
be broken into. An entrance- was effected 
by knocking out a window pane in the 
rear of the house. On the same night the 
residence of Mr. C. L. Patterson, at 19 
Ponce de Leon avenue, was burglarized ‘in 
exactly the same manner. At both places 
a large amount of jewelry and other goods 
were taken away. 

Mr. Clarence Williams, at 57 Courtland 
avenue, was the next sufferer from these 
nightly depredations. The home of Mr. 
J. J. Gallagher, at 333 Boulevard, was bur- 
glarized the following evening and there 
was the usual big amount of booty gotten.

There, 
too, but one of the two darkies did the 
work, the other as at Mrs. Brittan’s re- 
maining on the outside and keeping guard. 

On Friday night the home of Mr. L. B 
Nelson, on the Boulevard, was broken into. 
Taylor kept a careful watch and Smith en- 
tered the house. He went into the room 
where one of the daughters of Mr. Nelson 
was sleeping. His hand was placed on her 
face and she awoke frightened and found a 
pistol pointed at her. 

Then the demand was made that she turn 
over to the darky all the jewelry in the 
room. Almost speechless with terror, the 
young lady promised not to make an out- 
cry if the man would take whatever he 
could find and leave. 

She was compelled, however, to turn the 
things over to him, and Smith left the young 
lady almost prostrated, while he carried 
off a watch, several silver cases and a con- 
siderable amount of clothing. 

A Clue at Last. 


It was from that robbery that a clue was 
gotten by the detectives. It worked out 
to a nicety. Yesterday morning the two 
men were first suspected of the robbery at 
Mrs. Nelson’s. 

Both Smith and Taylor were traced to 
Butler Maxwell’s, immediately above the 

olice stables. Detective Bedford 

aptain Manly and Officer Kilpatrick kept 
guard over the front entrance, while Cap- 
tain Crim went to the rear. 

Going into the vacant yard he secured a 
ladder and mounted to the roof of the sta- 
bles. Theh he walked cautiously along to 
a window leading to Maxwell’s rooms. 
Climbing through it, he landed ‘inside an 
apartment where the two much-wanted ne- 
groes were found. 

Before they could make a move the alarm 
was given and in an instant Smith and Tay- 
lor were in charge of the four officers. 

They were taken to police headquarters 
and locked up and them bégan the work of 
ascertaining the large number of burglaries 
that they had committed. 

Both negroes weakened after a close ex- 
amination and confessed to all eight charges 
against them. Later in the day it was 
found that Winston, Chattanooga and Bir- 
mingham had been previously “worked” 
exactly as Atlanta had been. 

How many other cities were visited by 
them is as yet unknown. Every effort is 
now being made to recover as much stolen 
goods as possible. A great deal of it has 
been pawned, while some was stored above 
the police stables. It was there that all the 
stolen goods from Mr. Nelson’s and a vio- 
lin belonging to Mr. C. LL. Patterson were 
recovered. 

The two negroes are without doubt 
the sharpest of their class that have ever 
“done” Atlanta, and their capture is one 
of the best pieces ‘of work that Chief Wright 
and the detectives have accomplished in a 
long time.

Buried It - 


CHARGED WITH CAUSING ITS DEATH. 


An Inquest by Coroner Davis Leads to Her 
| Arrest on the Charge of Infanti- 
Gide Yesterday Morning. 


Habeb Deeble, a Turkish woman, is 
locked up at police headquarters charged 
with infanticide. 

Her arrest is the outcome of a case that 
stirred up a lively sensation in the western 
part of Atlanta y morning. 

About 6:30 o’dlock James A. Barnwell, 
& young white man, saw two women to- 
gether in an alley leading off from Mari- 
etta street, near Thurmond. He watched 
them for a moment and saw the older-one 
wrap some object im a cloth. 

Barnwell passed along, no longer think- 
ing about the matter that had momenta- 
rily attracted his attention. Later in the 
day, however, he was walking with a 
friend, J. H. Gresham, on Sim street, 
when he saw the same woman w some 
dirt over a smiall excavation and hurry 
away up 4 hill near by. 

This aroused Barnwell’s suspicions. He 
communicated it to Gresham, and the two 
went to the spot that the woman had just 
left. ‘It was back of the Georgia Electric 
light. plant, at one end of a large, hollow 
piece of land. 

The two men threw aside the earth that 
had just been deposited and quickly 
reached tHe strange looking bundle that 
the woman had been seen wrapping-up ear- 
lier in the morning. They remoyv the 
cloth covering and then drew back startled. 

A well grown, fully developed babe was 
exposed to view, and the body was still 
” hain, eid di 
Leaving their discovery, Barnwell no- 
tified Patrolman Robbins of their find. 
He in turn inf8rmed Coroner Davis. Ac 
companied by Dr. A. N. Talley and sev- 
eral jurymen, the coroner repaired to the 
place. It was in the vicinjty of Lambert’s 
garden, and it was at first decided to hold 
an inquest there.. The witnesses were 
lacking, however, and the party proceeded 
to the home of the woman who had bur- 
ied the child. This was in the rear of Ma- 
rietta street, between Foundry and Simp- 
son, fronting the railroad.

ries. The lower floor was below the 
ground, and there the family lived.

It was shown that the child was a 
baby girl, barely a day old. Dr. Talley, 
after an examination, tesf¥fied that it had 
either been allowed to dig or had been 
put to death. | 

The people themselves were put on the 
stand, but they pretended to be unable to 
either speak or understand English. 

Several negroes declared that to be 
false. 

The woman who had carried the babe 
off was its grandmother. The mother was 
about forty years old, and was up and 
about despite the birth of her child but 
a few hours before. 

A verdict was reached to the effect that 
the little one’s death was due to criminal 
negligence. 

For Infanticide. 

The old woman was immediately after- 
wards placed under arrest and locked” up 
in cell No. 4 at police headquarters with 
the charge of infanticide against her. 

Every effort was made to get her to 
speak, but she shook her head at every 
question as though unable to understand 
it. It was with difficulty that her name 
was gotten. 

She finally gave it as Habeb Deeble, 
and stated that she was a native of Tur- 
key. Beyond that she would say nothing. 

The case will be thoroughly investigated 
by the detectives and further arrests may 
follow. But little is known of the Turk- 
ish family. ey moved to their ry 
residence but a short while ago—Deeble, 
his wife, his daughter and a grandchild. 

Their neighbors are all negroes and they 
seemed, with few exceptions, to be en- 
tirely unacquainted with the Turks. | 


CLIFF MAYSON FREE, 


The Warrant Against Him Dismissed—Ger- 
tle Jacobs Leaves Atlanta. 

Cliff Mayson is once more a perfectly free 
man. : : 

There is no charge resting over him and 
the forgery case in which he was implicat- 
ed has been placed on other shoulders.
